ENTHUSIASTICALLY. ON THE OTHER HAND, USUN UNDERSTANDS THE 
PLO HAVE TAKEN A NON-COMMITTAL, "WE'LL-HAVE-TO-STUDY 
-IT-FURTHER" ATTITUDE. EGYPT SEEMS LIKELY TO PUT FORWARD 
ITS DRAFT RESOLUTION ON NEED FOR PLO REPRESENTATION

ON PALESTINE, BUT MIGHT KEEP IT IN RESERVE IF SYRIA SUCCEEDS

IT WOULD, INTER ALIA: DECIDE TO ESTABLISH A COMMITTEE ON 
THE EXERCISE OF THE INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE WHICH WOULD RECOMMEND A PROGRAM OF IMPLEMENTATION, 
INCLUDING A TIMETABLE, TO ENABLE THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE 
TO EXERCISE RIGHTS RECOGNIZED IN PARAGRAPHS 1 AND 2 
9* &- 43 9)7589, 3236 (XXIX) AND TO TAKE INTO CONSIDERATION 
CHARTER POWERS, INCLUDING CHAP. VII; REQUEST THE COMMITTEE 
TO REPORT TO THE SYG BY JUNE 1, 1976; REQUEST THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL TO CONSIDER THEREAFTER THE QUESTION OF THE EXERCISE 
OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE OF THEIR INALIENABLE RIGHTS; 
AUTHORIZE THE COMMITTEE TO REPORT TO THE 31ST GA; AND DECIDE

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ANTI-ZIONISM RESOLUTION— 

USDEL UNDERSTANDS ARABS ARE ORGANIZING A MOVE TO ADVANCE 
PLENARY CONSIDERATION OF THE COMMITTEE 3 ANTI-ZIONISM 
RESOLUTION TO THE MIDDLE OF WEEK OF NOVEMBER 3, WHICH WOULD 
BRING IT DURING PALESTINE DEBATE. (CONFIDENTIAL-USUN 5457) 
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BELIZE— 

THE BRITISH REPORTED THAT UK PERMREP RICHARD MET FOR FIVE 
HOURS OCT. 26 WITH GUATEMALAN FOREIGN MINISTER MOLINA AND 
OTHERS. HE HAD GONE TO GUATEMALA BECAUSE THE GUATEMALANS 
THREATENED MILITARY ACTION IF A UNILATERAL DECLARATION OF 
INDEPENDENCE IS DECLARED OR IF A "HUMILIATING” RESOLUTION 
ON BELIZE IS APPROVED BY THE GA. ACCORDING TO THE BRITISH, 
RICHARD EXPRESSED TO MOLINA UK DESIRE TO CONTINUE 
NEGOTIATIONS AND RESOLVE BELIZE QUESTION IN 1976, AND SAID 
HE DID NOT BELIEVE THE RESOLUTION COULD NOW BE SOFTENED 
ALTHOUGH NON-SUBSTANTIVE CHANGES MIGHT STILL BE POSSIBLE. 
MOLINA IS REPORTED TO HAVE REPLIED THAT THE RESOLUTION IS 
"ENTIRELY UNACCEPTABLE", GUATEMALA CANNOT ACCEPT REFERENCE 
TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND IT WOULD BE IMPOSSIBLE TO RESUME 
NEGOTIATIONS WITHIN THE PARAMETERS ESTABLISHED BY THE 
RESOLUTION. RICHARD EMPHASIZED TO MOLINA THE POSITIVE ASPECTS 
OF THE RESOLUTION AND THE DIFFICULTY WHICH THE UK HAD 
ENCOUNTERED IN NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE CARIBBEANS.

CHOU NAN (CHINA) INFORMED A USUN MISSION OFFICER 
THAT THE REPRESENTATIVE OF A LEADING NON-ALIGNED

ANY MOVEMENT TOWARDS A SPECIAL SESSION ON DISARMAMENT BY

PEACEKEEPING- 
PEACEKEEPING COMITE WORKING GROUP WILL MEET OCT. 31 TO

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NOT RECOMMEND SINE DIE ADJOURNMENT OF PEACEKEEPING

THE OCTOBER 28 WEO GROUP MEETING ENDORSED CANADA AND THE

THERE WERE THREE CANDIDATES, CANADA, FRG, AND IRELAND, BUT 
IRELAND WITHDREW, EXPRESSING THE DESIRE TO REPLACE THE FRG 
OR CANADA IN 1979-80. NORWAY ALSO EXPRESSED INTEREST 
IN 1979-80, WHILE MALTA, TO THE GROUP'S SURPRISE,

CONDEMNATIONS IN UN OF NATO--

POLICY "OF THOSE MEMBERS OF NATO... ", THESE ATTACKS 
APPEAR TO BE SOMEWHAT LESS PERVASIVE THAN IN THE PAST. 

PERHAPS ONE EXPLANATION IS THAT ONE NATO COUNTRY, PORTUGAL, 

NOW NO LONGER IS A PRIME TARGET AS A COLONIAL POWER. 

BRITISH AND FRENCH AT STAFF LEVEL ON DECOLONIZATION AND 
SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEES INDICATED THEY DO NOT INTEND 
TO RESPOND TO ATTACKS ON NATO, BUT WILL LET LUNS" 

STATEMENT TO VISITING REPRESENTATIVES OF APARTHEID COMMITTEE 
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AND COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA STAND ON THEIR OWN; HOWEVER, 

FRG MAY BE ESPECIALLY SENSITIVE TO CRITICISM AS RESULT OF

DUTCH RESOLUTION ON EMERGENCY NEEDS- 

AS A RESULT OF INFORMAL WORKING GROUP DISCUSSION, PARTICIPATED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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IN BY MOST WEO'S, INDIA AND SRI LANKA, DUTCH HAVE REVISED 
THEIR DRAFT RESOLUTION ON EMERGENCY NEEDS. IN GENERAL, THE 
REVISION EMPHASIZES THAT WHAT IS BEING CALLED FOR IS AN 
SYG STUDY, POSSIBLY LEADING TO PROPOSALS, AND THERE WAS 
GENERAL CONSENSUS THAT THE GOAL WAS BETTER COORDINATION

SEVERAL PARTICIPANTS EXPRESSED CONCERN ABOUT THE DEFINITION

TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS- 

US MISSION OFFICER, IN DISCUSSING THE PROPOSED DRAFT 
RESOLUTION ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS, INFORMED THE IRANIANS 
OF US CONCERNS REGARDING BALANCING REFERENCES TO PARTIES 
SOLICITING BRIBES OR ENCOURAGING CORRUPT ACTS, AND REFERENCES 
TO EXTRA-TERRITORIAL IMPLICATIONS, "NATIONAL LAWS AND 
REGULATIONS" AND "REAFFIRMING" CERDS. IRANIAN REPRESENTATIVE

ALSO HAD RESERVATIONS ABOUT THE WORDING OF THAT ARTICLE.
